Addition Requires Permit 


The city has issued a reminder that 
a building permit is required for arty 
building, structure or addition larger 
than 50 square feet. 
Applicants should bring to code 
enforcement a drawing showing the 
existing buildings, the proposed 
building, the size and the distance to 
property lines. 
Ralph Shick, chief building official, 
said the permit fee for improvements 
up to $5,000 valuation is $5. He 
stressed that any accessory building 


including greenhouses, utility storage 
buildings, 
g arag es, 
etc. 
on 
a 
residential lot cannot be used com­ 
mercially They are for hobbies and 
sto rag e of household goods and 
related items. 


Accessory buildings are not allowed 
in the front yard, he noted. In the rear 
yard, buildings less than 15 feet from 
the main residential building must 
maintain a 10-foot rear yard. 
Buildings located m ore than 15 feet 


from the main building m ay be 
located up to the rear property line 
provided a fence at least as high as the 
accessory building creates a visual 
screen and an alley or easem ent 
separates the 
building 
from 
the 
property to the rear. 
Such buildings must be set back 15 
feet from the site street property line 
on a corner lot. Shick said this nor­ 
mally amounts to 26.5 feet from the 
curb. 
On an interior lot, the side yard for a 


utility building must be IO percent of 
the width of the entire lot. However, if 
the building is more than 15 feet from 
the main building, a side yard of only 
three feet is required. 


Shick invites any question about 
how these requirements apply to 
individual pieces of property. For 
more information, contact code en­ 
forcement at 424-3556.

Farmers Optimistic 
President Will Act

Texas participants in the first 
nationwide farm ers strike say they 
are optimistic the boycott’s impact 
will win the strikers a meeting soon 
with President Carter and Secretary 
of 
A griculture 
Bob 
B ergland. 
‘‘We’re very hopeful and confident 
that within the next two or three days 
we will be getting a reception from the 
president and the se c re ta ry of 
agriculture to just sit down and talk,” 
said Gerald McCathern, a spokesman 
for American Agriculture, the group 
heading the strike. McCathern, a 
Hereford, Texas, farm er, has been 
designated T exas’ rep resen tativ e 
should such a meeting take place. 


“We have what we think are con­ 
structive ideas on farm policy for this 
nation,” he said Sunday. We’ve had 
lawyers, educators and people like 
that are far removed from farming 
creating farm policy. And we think a 
commission of agriculture producers 
should be formulating policy.” 
Most of the Texas strike activity has 
taken place in the Panhandle. 


Last week farm ers on tractors 
paraded through Amarillo, Abilene, 


Hereford and Lubbock and grocery 
warehouses and bakeries in the area 
closed temporarily in honor of the 
picket lines. 
There 
also 
w ere 
scattered 
demonstrations in North Texas, the 
Austin area and South Texas. 
“ Everything’s gone as planned and 
everything’s been peaceful,” said 
McCathern. “We’ve had a lot of 
cooperation from businesses. We’re 
their friends and they’re our friends. 
“ I expect more cooperation on down 
the line. It’s getting to the point where 
we can call on certain days and ask 
bakeries not to deliver for 24 hours. 
We’ve got the support of the m ajority 
of them .” 
Farm leader Greg Rystead Sunday 
said

A griculture 
representatives had asked Lubbock 
Mayor Roy Bass to declare Tuesday 
American Agriculture Day in the city. 
In Lubbock Saturday an estim ated 
300 tractors rolled into a shopping 
mall parking lot to impress their 
problem on C hristm as shoppers. 
Rystead said that demonstration was 
the end of “Phase I” of the strike and 
the second phase hopefully would be 
spread to more farm ers and con­ 
sumers. 


Few farm ers are working in the fields these days—they are on strike for parity. 
Collin County farmers and ranchers claim they cannot make enough when they 
sell their crops to recover costs. To emphasize their problem, they have said they 
will not buy, sell or plant until they are given parity.

Highway Plans 
Include Plano 


Several highway projects essential 
to Plano's transportation future have 
been included in the state’s plan to 
guide 
highw ay 
reconstruction, 
rehabilitation and construction for the 
next 20 years. 
The m ajor thoroughfare which was 
originally dubbed Loop 9 has been 
included in the first five years of the 
plan. 
SH 190 and other projects are ap­ 
proved for right-of-way acquisition 
and construction. Earlier this week, 
the S tate 
Highway and P ublic 
T r a n s p o r t a t i o n 
C o m m i s s i o n 
authorized an additional $12.8 million 
for acquisition of right-of-way. 
Thus far, the project has been 
awarded $19.1 million including $0.3 
million for relocation purposes. The 
newly designated roadway will be 
built between IH 35E and SH 78, ac­ 
cording to the plan. 
North C entral E xpressw ay im ­ 
provements are also included in the 
schedule. US 75 between I 345 in 
Dallas and FM 544 in Plano is listed as 
part of the second five-year phase. 
Cleared by the commission for 
advance planning, projects in the 
second phase require additional ac­ 
tion before they are cleared for 
construction or acquisition of right-of- 
way. 
These projects will be the subject of 
route studies, public hearings and 
environmental reviews. 
The plan visualizes US 75 as a IO 
lane freeway in Dallas County and an 
eight lane freeway in Collin County. 
The departm ent estimated costs for 
the first portion of development at 
$43.3 million with an additional $16.7 
million in right-of-way acquisition. 
During the last IO years of the plan, 
the departm ent has estim ated that $80 
million will be needed to complete the 
project 
The Park Boulevard Overpass is 
also included in the plan’s second 
stage. The state’s cost is estim ated at 
$1.2 million with the city providing all 
necessary right-of-way. 
Two other Collin County projects 
included in phase two are SH 78 from 
1.4 miles north of Blue Ridge to the 
Fannin County line and US 380 from 


the Denton County line to SH 289 
(Preston Road). 
Near the top of the construction list 
is a project to construct a two lane 
rural facility on a new location for SH 
78 from I O mile south of Blue Ridge to 
1.4 miles north of Blue Ridge. 
This construction is the continuation 
of two projects on SH 78 currently 
under contract. Work is underway 
from 1.8 miles north of the LAA 
Railroad in Farm ersville to 1.0 mile 
south of Blue Ridge. 
Improvements to US 380 are also 
included in the first phase of the plan. 
Anticipated projects have limits from 
US 75 to 0.2 mile east of SP Railroad, 
from 0.2 mile east of SP Railroad to 
Princeton and from SH 289 to US 75. 
Projects in the final IO years of the 
plan have no authorization or ap­ 
proval at this time. They were in­ 
cluded in the plan only as work that 
appears to be needed to have a 
complete, connected statewide high­ 
way system within the next 20 years. 
A department spokesman noted that 
by including these projects in the last 
half of the plan, their feasibility can 
be determined and priorities can be 
established and 
re-established 
as 
other projects move forward. 


Collin County projects included in 
this classification are SH 78 from the 
Dallas County line to Wylie, SH 121 
from the Denton County line to SH 289 
and US 380 from Princeton to SH 78. 
B L. DeBerry, engineer-director of 
the department has warned that it is 
impossible to be able to forecast or 
foresee needs exactly over a period as 
long as 20 years. 
“ For this reason,” he said, “this 
plan must be reviewed and evaluated 
on a regular basis during the period 
and certainly whenever any economic 
or other conditions a lte r t r a n ­ 
sportation patterns in Texas. 
“ Any 
appreciable 
change 
in 
financing—either up or down—would 
create the necessity for revising the 
plan to fit changed conditions,” he 
continued. “ Projects—both those now 
included and others that might not 
be—would be reconsidered at each 
revision.”

“Santa likes m acaroni and cheese 
the best — not cookies,” she says. “ He 
likes bubble gum too and candy.” 
But some thought should go into 
Santa’s treat, says chubby Buddy 
Dabelstein,

Shooting Stars

Taking pictures in the snow 
can provide some very excit­ 
ing picture possibilities, but 
care must be exercised not 
only in taking pictures, but 
also in protecting your equip­ 
ment from the snow and cold. 
Now is an excellent time for 
a brief review on the art of 
snow photography as well as 
learning some new ideas you 
might try out the next time 
you get into the white fluffy 
stuff. 
The first thing we should 
remind ourselves of is trying 
to determine the correct ex­ 
posure. Snow, like sand at the 
beach, casts as a giant re­ 
flector bouncing the sunlight 
back onto our subject and 
back into the camera lens. 
This means you must keep 
a close eye on the automatic 
exposure 
meter 
in 
the 
camera. It can be very easily 
fooled by all the brightness of 
the snow. 
You should consult the in­ 
formation sheet packed with 
the film. This is true with the 
new fast films especially. 
These little sheets offer sug­ 
gested exposures for low light 
situations and also advise you 
on exposures for bright sub­ 
jects like snow or sand. Re­ 
member this recommended 
setting so you can double­ 
check your meter. 
lf you are making pictures 
of people in the snow, it is a 
good idea to walk up close to 
them and make the meter 
reading off their face, then 
use that reading. Otherwise 
your meter will read the 
snow and your subject will 
acquire a sudden dark tan. 
Strong sidelighting can be 
very effective for snow pic­ 
tures since it will emphasize 
the texture of the snow. Keep 
an eye open for long shadows 
across the fresh untouched 
snow. 
When you get people in the 
snow the inevitable will hap­ 
pen ... the snowball fight. 
This can make for some very 
funny pictures, but watch out. 


It won’t be too long before the 
photographer will suddenly 
become the target of those 
snowballs flying through the 
air. 
If you should suffer a direct 
hit, brush the snow off the 
camera, especially the lens, 
as soon as you can. You 
should be watching to make 
sure no snow gets on the lens 
since this will ruin your pic­ 
tures. 
As soon as you get into a 
warmer environment, the car 
or a room, take a soft towel to 
the camera and wipe the ex­ 
cess water from the camera. 
A little water shouldn’t hurt 
the camera that much, but 
make sure you get as much 
wiped off as you can. Take 
some lens cleaning tissue to 
the lens when it has dried to 
remove any film left from the 
drying water and water 
spots. 
When shooting action pic­ 
tures, try and have the action 
coming toward you since this 
will help stop the action. Be 
careful 
though since this 
could be rather risky on snow 
where sleds don’t always go 
where they are supposed to. 
Skiers should have a little 
more control over their 
movements so you should feel 
a little more comfortable 
when photographing skiers. 
Plus they have a little more 
ham in them and like to pose 
for pictures. 
Place yourself close enough 
to the ski trail so you can fill 
the viewfinder when the skier 
passes. At a snow resort, a 
good spot is the edge of the 
trail or near a turn. 
If the day is overcast 
meaning a lower shutter 
speed, try “ panning" or mov­ 
ing the camera with the 
steers as they pass. This will 
blur out the background while 
the steer remains sharp. 
You can give another kind 
of emphasis to your pictures 
by shooting up at the skiers as 
they come over a hill. They 
will be silhouetted against the 


sky and you will have an un­ 
usual action shot of the skier 
against the simplest possible 
background ... the sky. 
Sunsets can be very dra­ 
matic 
in 
snow 
covered 
scenes, the yellowish light 
can turn the scene into a 
golden picture. If you have 
people in the scene in brightly 
colored cold weather jackets 
more color will be added. 
Remember when using 
your camera in cold weather 
to let it become acclimated to 
sudden changes in tempera­ 
tures such as going from 
warm indoors to cold out­ 
doors and vice-versa. 
Be aware of frost on the 
lens or on internal elements. 
This happens during a sudden 
temperature change and can 
mean a lost picture. 
It is a good idea to carry 
your camera beneath your 
jacket or in a warm place and 
then remove it before shoot­ 
ing. Allow it time to adapt to 
the cold weather and for the 
lens to clear, then make your 
pictures.

‘‘Solving the energy crisis 
must start by ‘prevention’ in 
our living patterns, molding 
our third century with an 
altered state of mental 
health," said Rasbach. 
Rasbach wants to help 
bring 
out 
this 
change 
through his calendar 
He hopes that families will 
use the calendar, and its 
ideas and activities, to bring 
about a change in their own 
living patterns, bringing 
them more happiness. 
The calendar itself is a 
tool, containing a “ family 
activities" checklist, a place 
to store warranties and a 
common-sense orientation to 
living. 
Practicing 
what 
it 
preaches, the calendar is 
partially recyclable with the 
outside cover a reusable 
three-ring binder. 
Rasbach coined the term 
“ energency” which stands 
for energy-emergency. His

Dr. Richard D. Robinson, 
M IT 
professor

management, made this 
statement in the “ Key Issues 
Lecture Series" at the 
University of Texas at 
Dallas. 
The series, made possible 
by a grant from 
Inter­ 
national 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph Corporation, is on 
“ Private Enterpirse & the 
New 
Global 
Economic 
Challenge” . 
Dr. Robinson, who spoke 


about 
‘‘Transfers 
of 
Technology from Rich to 
Poor Nations", said his 
analysis “ highlights the 
need for flexible corporate 
policies to conform to per­ 
ceived host country needs. 
“ It is not up to us to judge 
whether the perceptions are 
good, bad, or indifferent 
except that if one perceives 
that a policy is at odds with a 
society’s own priorities, one 
had better hedge in an­ 
ticipation of a change," 
Robinson continued. 
“ If forced to make the 
choice of the preeminent 
form 
of 
international 
business enterprise IO years 
out, I would suggest that the 
general trading company 
model most nearly fits the 


needs of many 
of the 
resource-rich, 
technology 
poor countries," he added. 
“ What it sells is debt 
capital, 
entrepreneurial 
high-risk capital (which is 
withdrawn in favor of local 
ownership as quickly as 
possible), high level skills, 
technology, access to in­ 
ternational 
information 
services, and access to an 
international 
marketing 
system." 
Dr. Robinson was the 
second of six speakers in the

says there’s 
nothing 
like 
sailing

truck 
through the sands and rock 
of an African desert. 
He’s done it IO, maybe 12 
times in the past eight years, 
always with his buddies and 
alw ays 
with 
a 
purpose 
beyond his sheer lust to go. 
Laurent, 
45, 
and 
his 
friends 
have 
formed 
a 
convoy corps that 
makes 
overland hauls to Africa, at 
no charge, whenever there’s 
a need. 
Guy Waeghenaere, 32, a 
Belgian army paratrooper, 
has 
been 
in 
most 
of 
Laurent’s convoys since the 
two met on the way 
to 
Dakar, Senegal, in 1969. 
“ The better the project, 
the more time I can get off 
from 
the 
M in istry 
of 
Defense,” 
W aeghenaere 
said, explaining how he 
manages to pull three and 
four month leaves almost 
every year. 
For Laurent, it’s easy. As 
a self-employed heating 
repairm an 
in 
Liege, 
Belgium, he works when he 
wants. 
“ M y 
wife, 
she 
says 
nothing,” he said. “ I have 
this passion to travel and she 
understands.” 
It may have started as a 
passion 
to 
travel 
but 
something more motivates 
them now. 
Back in 1969 when Laurent 
was doing “ nothing but wor­ 
king,” the head of a Liege 
auto club asked him to guide 
some 250 young people on an 
overland trip to Dakar. 
Waeghenaere was handling 
logistics. 
Five 13-ton trucks, an am­ 
bulance, a Land-Rover and 
26 cars spent two months on 
the open road and IO days in 
Dakar 
and 
Laurent 
was 
hooked. 
Waeghenaere got started 
two years earlier when he 
and 34 other Belgian soldiers 
answered an officer’s plea 
for volunteers to cart 27 tons 
of grain and other supplies to 
the village of Ounianga 
Kebir, south of the Tibesti 
Mountains in Chad. 
The officer had stopped at

earlier. 
He promised the 
people he’d be back with 
help. 
Laurent took a group of

Niger, Upper Volta and 
Nigeria in 1970 and came 
back to Belgium to leave a 
month later with a some 
doctors and social scientists 
for a study of the Toubbous 
tribe in Niger. 
“ Since then it’s been about 
one

year 
for 
us,” 
Waeghenaere said. 
Three years later their 
best friend, a pilot, 
was 
killed 
in 
a 
crash 
over 
mountains in northern Iraq. 
Laurent, Waeghenaere and 
five other paratroopers went 
to search for the body. They 
brought it back to Belgium 
for burial. 
“ He was our leader, our 
friend. What could we do?” 
Waeghenaere said. 
“ That 
was 
when 
the 
traveling became important 
for us. That was when we 
formed 
our 
own 
organization.” 
It was 1973 and drought 
parched 
most 
of 
West 
Africa. The men 
decided 
they needed to help. 
They made speeches and 
gave slide shows in Belgium 
and Luxembourg to raise 
money and bought 
four 
World W ar II-vintage, four- 
ton U.S. Army trucks for 
$1,000 apiece. 
“ We loaded more than six 
tons 
on 
each 
tru ck ,” 
W aeghenaere said. “ The 
Common Market gave us 
five tons of sugar and five 
tons of milk and we worked 
constantly for a month to get 
ready to go. 
In Ju ly they left for Niger. 
“ It took us a month to get 
there and we traveled two 
months 
in 
the 
country, 
distributing the goods. 
“ God it was hot. I lost 22 
pounds and so did my friend 
Ten men left on the trip with 
us and only four stayed till 
the end.” 


After 
that 
they made 
deliveries of trucks and 
goods for 
“ Europe Third 
World,” a volunteer group of 
Common Market employees 
who support projects in the 
third 
world, 
and 
several 
Belgian 
nongovernmental 
development groups. 
In 
1975, 
they 
wrote to 
friends they had made in 
Upper Volta to get a shop­ 
ping list of what was needed 
most. 
They 
got 
IO 
tons 
of 
medicine and other goods 
donated along 
with eight 
trucks, all 
worth 
about 
$50,000. 
With only six drivers, they 
dismantled two of the trucks 
and put the parts inside the 
other trucks. They raised the 
money for fuel and spare 
parts. 
And, as on all of their trips, 
they themselves “ lived off

donated their food and they

“the new season,” 
“If we were to play in the 
Super Bowl,” said Dallas 
Coach Tom Landry, “you 
would see a different game.” 
“We feel we could play 
them better the next time,” 
chimed in Denver Coach Red 
Miller. “And maybe they 
could play us better.” 
So the principals are on 
record. 
If Dallas and Denver 
should happen to play in the 
Super Bowl next month, we 
are likely to see something 
other than what we saw 
Sunday — which was Dallas 
winning, 14-6, in a game that 
never threatened to turn into 
the fierce, intense, prideful 
battle for which some had 
hoped. 
But the Broncos 
and 
Cowboys — who share the 
NFL’s best record at 12-2 — 
both have a way to go before 
a rematch can be arranged. 


To start with, the Cowboys 
must 
tangle 
with 
the 
emotionally 
high Chicago 
Bears in the NFC divisional 
playoffs at Texas Stadium 
Dec. 26. 
And Denver has to take on
